AMP KANAWANA, conducted by the Young Men's Christian Association, of 
Montreal, is a healthful, delightful and beneficial place to send your boy. 

The Camp life near to nature, in ‘‘God’s out-of-doors,” induces clean thoughts 
and right living. The object of the Camp is not to pay dividends in money, but in 
the development of character. Hundreds of boys have already been made better 
in ‘‘body, mind and spirit,” because they have responded to the call of the Camp. 

Leadership has always been the most important consideration, only men of 
character, well qualified to work with boys, are selected. Camp is divided into units 
of about eight boys in a tent, in charge of a young man as tent leader. Tent leaders 
are older boys who have proven themselves capable as leaders of younger boys.
